againft the Prioter; wherein if he 
caft the faid Publither, he. thall re- 

corer 
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cover for every Book fo vended or fold 
by them, 52. with treble Cofts. 

2. For the publick Part. That every 
Authot, who canfes any thing he writesto 
be printed or publifh’d, fhall be oblig’d to 
caufe his Name to be printed in the Frontif- 
piece of the Book, and to give a Note un- 
der his Hand to the Printer of the faid 
Book, fign’d by two Wirneffes, acknow-
